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DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on January 1 2, 2009 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of any patent granted on application 10/002,035 has been reviewed and is accepted. 
The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 34 and 42-67 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Bohm, 
Fleming and Meleka constitute the closest prior art of record. As noted in the final 
Office action, Bohm does not teach an ICP with a coil at the end of the torch and in 
Fleming there is no chemical reaction hence no reactive species. Regarding Meleka, it 
is noted that claim 34 is specifically directed to the shaping of an optic whereas Meleka 
is directed to removing burrs from metal. As such the method of shaping an optic with 
reactive species while using the claimed torch claimed is novel and non-obvious over 
the prior art of record.
